.Michigan State Bar Association to­ 
day has three new’ amendments to 
its canons of ethics, paving the 
way 
for disbarment 
of 
lawyers 
found to- be Communists or sub­ 
versive. 
The amendments were passed by 
an overwhelming vote from dele­ 
gates at the association’s conven­ 
tion in Detroit last night. 
Michigan is the first state with 
an 
integrated bar to pass such 
amendments. 
The new- rulings provide that: 
1, A lawyer who commits any 
act of disloyalty to any government 
within the United States is es­ 
pecially subject to discipline. 
2. The state police may turn over 
to the attorney-general any in­ 
formation 
they 
have 
gathered 
necessary for the suspension or 
disbarment of members of the bar. 
and 
3 The state police may turn over j 
to the board of the commissioners 
of the state bar of Michigan in­ 
formation bearing'on an attorney’s 
subversive activities.

RAISE FOR CONGRESSMEN? 


The House had before it the other day a series of bills 
raising the pay of more than 1,500.000 government em ­ 
ployees by more than S670.000.000 a year. It didn't waste 
much time passing them Then, perhaps in the exhilaration 
arising out of its successive votes, it revealed an impulse to 
raise congressional salaries. 


There was vigorous applause, at any rale, when Rep. 
John YV. McCormack, the majority leader, declared “Salaries 
of members of Congress ought to be at least $25,000 a year. 
I have the courage to vote for such an increase. I think we 
opght to do it before the next session of Congress is over,” 


Representative McCormack was a little overcome him­ 
self, it appears, hv the way the House put these increases 
through. They involve another permanent addition to the cost 
of government. These salaries will not go down again, under 
present conditions or anything approaching them. 


And the amount involved is not small 
It amounts to 
approximately $4.50 a year for every American. When the 
House voted the whole program in jig time. Representative 
McCormack could hardly help feeling relieved. In the excite­ 
ment of the moment, his tongue got away from him. 


Members of the House now get $12,500 a year, plus a 
tax-free expense account of $2,500 a year and additional 
allowances for stationery, telephone and clerk hire, free 
offices and free postage, as well as 20 cents a mile travel 
allowance for going to and from sessions of Congress, Their 
take-home pay probably is not as great as it was a few years 
ago. 


Still, a 100 per cent increase to $25.000 a year seems like 
a whopper of a boost in pay. If Mr McCormack actually dares 
to go as high as that next year, which will be an election year, 
he will surprise a lot of people— including himself.

IN BEHALF OF OLDER PERSONS 


A call on business to consider dropping 65 years as an 
arbitrary retirement age for a flexible policy based, on the 
physical and mental ability of an individual has come out of 
tbe Second International Congress of Gerontologists just held 
in St. Louis. These experts in the scientific study of old age 
cited statistics to refute beliefs that older workers were more 
subject to accidents, more disposed to absenteeism and 
harder to get along with than younger workers. 
Emphasized was the fact that while medical progress has 
increased the proportion of old people, modern civilization 
has decreased the ir opportunities for work. Shutting them 
off gainful employment on a chronological age basis was de­ 
clared an economic fallacy, particularly at a time when the 
nation had need for greater manpower. 
A report covering 17.800 workers ranging from 20 to 74 
years stated the conclusion that “the only disadvantage of 
older workers is that their disabilities last longer when they 
are injured, but they are less likely to be absent and perhaps 
less likely to be injured than a younger worker.” 
As for the length of disability, it was found to be only 
slightly greater with age— 3.2 days for workers over 60 as 
compared to 2.1 days for those between 31 and 60. 
Weariness and loss of interest in life was rejected by the 
gerontologists as inevitable in old age— this state, it was de­ 
clared, was the result of nothing more than food deficiency. 
A recent hospital study of 350 men and women past 60 re­ 
vealed that, the ailments of 65 per cent were due solely lo 
unsatisfactory dietary habits Primary requisites of diet for 
the aged were given as restriction in total calories, extra 
fortification with proteins, vitamins and minerals and a gen­ 
erous fluid intake 
Much other enlightening information of medical, phycho- 
logical and economic character was presented to help correct 
misconceptions about the aged, even among the aged them­ 
selves.

COTTON APLENTY — BUT . . . 


Again the Department of Agriculture has an excess cot­ 
ton crop to handle and a horde of disgruntled growers to 
placate. 
Last season a short crop caused the department to lift 
all acreage production control this year. Fearing this action 
would not be encouragement enough to avoid a severe short­ 
age. the department issued a call in January for the largest 
possible planting. 
Before the call went out cotton prices had risen from 30 
cents to 45 cents a pound. Growers increased their cotton 
fields to 29,000,000 acres. In sight now is a harvest of 17,291,- 
000 bales, 1,250,000 more bales than the department had 
estim ated as needed. The total compares with 10.000,000 
bales last year. 
As the result of a large excess— this year’s domestic con­ 
sumption is estimated at 1,000,000 bales 
and a consequent 
drop in market prices, the government may find itself 
burdened with millions of bales placed with it on loan at the 
support price of 31 cents. The possibility of the government 
having to advance $1,000,000.000 on loans at $160 a bale is 
indicated.

The 
gruelling tests tell the answer to 
some of the nation's most im port­ 
ant defense questions 
Technicians 
in

Testing Laboratory at the Navy 
yard 
here 
test 
anything 
from 
heavy anchor chains to delicate 
therm ostats. Each must m easure 
up to stiff specifications before 
being approved for use on any 
Naval vessel whether they be sub­ 
m arines or aircraft carriers. 
For example, take 
the shock 
test« which sensitive therm ostats 
must undergo. 
Designed by Minneapolis-Honey- 
wetl to provide air-perfect w ork­ 
ing conditions aboard ships like 
the carriers 
Midway and Coral 
Sea, they were first pul through 
their paces in the testing—or tor­ 
ture—cham bers. The controls are 
mounted 
in 
operating condition 
on a steel plate 3 feet square and 
I‘¿-inch thick. A 400 pound weight 
subjects the plate and the th er­ 
mostats to blows which actually 
sim ulate battle condition shocks. 
Following each blow the con­ 
trols are tested for accuracy and 
operating condition.

Coal Breaking 


Device Found 


WILMINGTON, Del — (INS) — 
D uPont company has announced 
the developm ent of a non-explo­ 
sive device for breaking down coJI 
which they called “the mast im­ 
portant" developm ent of its type 
in nearly 50 years. 
The new product, described as 
being in transition from laboratory 
to field testing, is called “Cheme- 
chol.’’ 
DuPont official: 
said 
it is a 
chemico-mechanical device which 
breaks coal from a mine face by- 
force of compressed gas generated 
by chem ical reaction within the 
product and released mechanical- 
| ly. 
"It has produced a maximum of 
: coarse coal with maximum safety 
and with a high degree of overall 
efficiency.” the firm stated. 


The following technical descrip­ 
tion of "chemichol” was supplied 
by DuPont 
“The new device consists of a 
steel tube enclosing a chemical 
unit. The tube is closed at one 
end by a plug having electrical 
connections, at the other end by 
a rupturable disc held in place by 
a perforated head. 
“A fter the tube Is placed in a 
hole drilled in the coal face, the 
chemical reaction is activated hv 
an 
electrical 
current 
controlled 
within narrow limits. 
Heat is produced which after a 
few seconds destroys the starter 
wire, thus breaking the electrical 
circuit. 
The 
chemical 
reaction 
thereafter continues to liberate gas 
which build* up to a predeter­ 
mined pressure, at which point the 
disc ruptures. 
“The gases rush out through the 
ports in the head and break down 
the coal. The tube, refilled in the 
mine with another chemical unit 
and disc, is used repeatedly."

Conveyor Belts 
Started In 1890 


NEW VORK,— (INS)— The con­ 
veyor belts that are so widely used 
in American industry today de­ 
veloped out of an idea originated 
in the 18.90’s 
Steelways Magazine reports that 
young Thomas Robins worked for 
over two years trying to perfect a 
belt conveyor for Thomas Edison’s 
iron mine. 
Edison had first used horizontal 
steel rollers to carry a rubber and 
canvas belt between wooden side- 
guards, but the belt wore out too 
fast 
Robins hit upon the idea of re­ 
placing each horizontal roller with 
three smaller ones arranged like a 
wide “U,” forcing the belt into the 
¡shape of a trough and eliminating 
the sideboards But no sooner did 
he get his new belts set up and op­ 
erating than news came of the first 
shipment of ore from the Mesabi 
range, ore so rich that New Jersey 
deposits could not hope tu com­ 
pete. 
Five years went by before Rob­ 
ins’ belts were given their second 
chance, and then the story of their 
efficiency rapidly spread. In the 
next 10 years Robins engineered 
and installed a mile or more of his 
conveyors in nearly 100 new» by­ 
product coke plants.

Tells Of Tribulations Of 
Women Living In Poland 


By AXEL W ENNEBLING

STOCKHOLM, 
$ept. 
28 — The 
w om en who live in Red Poland just 
•r e n ’t wom en any more. 
T hese are the words of a 21- 
year-old Polish girl, a form er shop 
clerk in a Polish town, who with 
th ree m ale com panions recently 
flew to safety in Sw eden aboard a 
virtually hom e-m ade, patched-up. 
single - engined airplane, evading 
th e shots of Com m unist guards at 
th e takeoff. 
The girl, who asked that her 
nam e be kept secret to prevent re­ 
prisals 
against 
her 
fam ily 
In 
P oland, said: 
"I worked for tw o years as clerk 
In a grocery store in a Polish town. 
“N inety per cen t of the people 
w orking there w ere m em bers of 
th e Com m unist party. They got the 
breaks. The Com m unists tried to 
force m e in but I refused, even 
though this m eant lower wages and 
lon ger working hours. 
"My salary becam e sm aller and 
•m ailer. I had to do more and more 
overtim e work— without pav. Dur­ 
in g m y last few months, I did six 
hours 
overtim e 
every 
day 
and 
didn’t get paid. 
“I got 450 zloty ($112) a month. 
T his Is the maxim um allow ed for 
non-Com m unist women. 
Conditions U nbearable 
'’Conditions finally becam e un­ 
bearable. My fiance and two other 
m en found an opportunity to leave, 
and we took it. 
“It was luck. Our plane was built 
out of th e parts from many others 
and 
several 
tim es 
we 
alm ost 
crashed. But we made it. 
"Let m e tell you about work in 
Poland. It’s a never-ending grind. 
Tim e out for dinner or lunch for 
non - Com m unists Is unknown. A 
girl factory worker takes her din- 
ner-can with her and eats on the 
job O nly party mem bers have the 
right to go out. 
"D iscipline Is very hard. The 
•m allest 
m istake may m ean 
no 


m ore pay. If anybody Is late for 
work three tim es in a m onth, the 
pay is cut in half. 
"How can I say what all this 
m eans for a Polish girl? 
"Nylon 
stockings are 
hard to 
buy. And they cost from 200 to 320 
zloty ($50 to $80) a pair, A lipstick 
costs 60 zloty ($15) and a teeny 
bottle of perfum e 140 zloty ($35). 
A dress runs to 600 zloty ($150) and 
a com plete suit outfit the best part 
of 2,000 zloty ($500).” 
The girl told of what she had 
learned of the hardships in con­ 
centration cam ps and had this to 
•»y ° f Polish youth in general: 
"They never have any m oney to 
go to dance-halls or restaurants. 
The only people who go there are 
black market operators or cheat­ 
ers, or Russian soldiers and prosti­ 
tutes. 
"A girl can’t go into th e streets 
at night where Russian soldiers are 
on duty. 
"Murders, 
robberies 
and 
as­ 
saults. That’s Poland. That's why 
we left.”

APPLES IN GOOD SUPPLY NOW 
Summer Rambo and McIntosh 
apples are in good supply, as well 
as some other varieties and offer 
some bood buys. Both these are 
popular varieties grown in Pennsyl­ 
vania. You can recognize the sum­ 
m er Rambo by its greenish-yellow 
coloring striped with red, This 
apple is not often shipped so you 
will find it in large quantities at 
roadside stands. The Rambo is 
especially good for eating raw or 
for applesauce 
McIntosh apples are medium to 
large in size and a beautiful red 
color. They are excellent for eat­ 
ing raw and for sauce. 
Give some attention to the signs 
of quality when you buy apples. 
“Look for apples that are bruised 
or show signs of insect or disease 
Injury. Sometimes these apples can 
be economical buys, If the price 
is in line with the amount of the 
apples that goes to waste. When 
you do not have satisfactory stor­ 
age space for apples, 
buy only 
what you can use up in a short 
period of time. 
Besides being good buys, ap­ 
ples are a versatile fruit that can 
take part in any meal of the day. 
Everyone will enjoy munching a 
raw 
apple 
as 
a 
between-meal 
snack. When served with sausage, 
ham, or roast pork, they may ap­ 
pear raw in salad, as applesauce, 
or may be baked, fried, or can­ 
died. Desserts feature apple crisp, 
two-crust or deep-dish apple pie, 
applesauce cake, and apple brown 
belty.

LONDON— (1 N S — X-ray nega 
tives in color have been produced 
in Britain 
Dr G. E. Donovan, who has been 
experimenting for a number of 
years, was responsible for the new 
technique, with the help of Dr. 
Glyn Jones, consultant radiologist 
at the Swansea, Wales. General 
hospital. 
The new X-ray negatives dis­ 
close features which the normal 
X-ray films fail to reveal. 
Color enables X-ray films to 
show not only the outline of soft 
tissue, hut the varying degrees of 
softness of the tissue. 
A well- 
known radiologist explained: 
"When radiography was intro­ 
duced it was useful only for frac­ 
tures. It did not show such things 
as duodenal ulcers
